E-mail monitors will be put 
into place. One person at a 
time can send out e-mails 
about activities, career 
services, and athletics. These 



announcements can be sent 
to students no more than 
three times a week, creating 
less spam. Exceptions 
will be made for registrar, 
graduation reminders, and 
advising. Security will still 
be able to use e-mail to 
warn students in the event of 
a campus emergency. 
Individual faculty can still 
e-mail students, but students 
cannot e-mail to more than 
1 00 other students. 

If, after all of this, there is 
too much e-mail to block, 
three times a week will turn 
to two. 

"The students have been 
really good about input," 
says Sue King, Associate 
Vice President for Student 
Affairs. "I encourage them to 
talk to Student Senate about 
input. Also, drop me an 
e-mail about any technical 
issues and I'll make sure it's 
recognized."

The city of Okolona 
was chosen by the CSJ as 
an impoverished area that 
could once again flourish 
if it were only brought 
to the modern era both 
socially and economically. 

For example, segregation 
and racism are still 
major concerns in the 
city. "I'm still amazed 
after my second trip to 
Okolona how prevalent 
inequality is in some parts 
of the country," said Jennifer 
Lee, a Second-year student. 

The students helped organize 
The One of a Kind Shop, 
which helps fund the main 
effort to change this situation. 
This effort is the Excel after- 
school program, which the 



Avila students visited daily 
after working in the shop. At 
this time, the Avila students 
would help the children with 
their school work. "The kids 



there need that extra push to 
know people do care and want 
to help," said Rachael Roth, 
third-year student. Several 
of the children remembered 
members of the group who 
traveled to Okolona last spring. 
"It was gratifying when the 
kids remembered our names," 



said Dave Armstrong, Director 
of Mission Effectiveness and 
Campus Ministries. "All students 
should get involved with service 
weeks like this because not 

only are they rewarding, 
but they're fun, too. 

This would be a great 
opportunity especially 
for education majors." 
Similar sentiments were 
felt by other members 
of this group as well as 
those who accompanied 
Campus Ministry on the 
spring trip. "I really love 
the kids," said Julia Fleck, 
second-year student, "if I 
could go back, I definitely 
would!"

With a stage and structure completely 
different from those of Black Comedy and The 
Grapes of Wrath, the Avila University Theatre 
Company is preparing to present Marisol by 
Jose Rivera. "It's fun and interesting with a 
wide range of emotions and challenges/' said 
Noelia Rothery, the actress portraying Marisol, 
"It teaches you how to deal with different 
aspects of theatre in general. The shadow of 
the real world is portrayed and criticized, and 
it shows human nature fighting against all the 
world's toxic material. It questions my beliefs 
and challenges my mind because it's an 
absurdist play, not linear." Among the toxicity 
of the world's problems, the audience will 
see the hardships of the different paths people 
may take in life. Some paths involve losing 
everything, and others involve destroying 
everything.

"I think 
that it takes a lot of commitment because 
while I'm saying these things, I have to 
believe them one hundred percent," said 
Andy Perkins, the actor portraying Lenny. 
"People who are watching me are going 
to think I'm crazy because of how much I 



believe the things I'm saying." Maintaining 
respect for every type of personality that will 
be portrayed, the actors underwent weeks of 
research for not only their roles, but the roles 
of others as well. The researched aspects of 
the play included the homeless, the history of 
Nazism, abnormal psychology, and religion. 
"Thus far," said Whitney Wegman, Stage 
Manager, "my favorite part of this process 
has been having different professors come 
in and speak because it's making everyone 
in the cast more aware of the impact they're 
making through this show." The community is 
welcomed and encouraged to come see this 
impact when the show opens on February 

28 at 8:00PM, and while the movements and 
lines will remain the same on other nights, the 
twisted set asks the audience to come again 
before or on the last performance, which will 
be at 2:00PM on March 2. Shows on February

Communication

It is impossible to not communicate, for the concept of 
communication has become an integral part of any relationship 
in any society. The relationship between Avila University and 
the students thereof is no exception. Every time a student makes 
blatant or subtle comments about the conditions of his or her 
environment, a statement to which the administration should 
pay attention is being made. This is not to say the university 
should maintain a constant surveillance, but it is to say the 
administration should be sure to ask students for feedback and 
let those students know the response. As a result, both parties 
can fully understand where they stand in the relationship. 

Pertaining to communication from the university, sudden 
changes made on campus with little, delayed, or no explanation 



might convey ideas contrary to what the administration intended. 
Hypothetically, a simple tree removal on campus could be 
intended to prevent roots from damaging pipelines and electrical 
wires, yet students could see it as an unreasonable slaughtering 
if communication is not made. A general statement is really all 
that would be needed, or even a mention of who made the final 
decision could let reporters come to get releasable information. 

As a major issue in many places, privacy limitations will 
have to be established and respected by both parties, but 
this task does not need to be difficult. Moreover, the overall 
increase in the quality of communication between these two 
parts of the Avila community will allow Avila University to 
better uphold the worth and dignity of all human beings.

As many of you have heard, actor 
Heath Ledger died Tuesday, January 
22, at the young age of 28. The 
news was shocking, unexpected, and 
very unfortunate for fans and family 
around the globe. He was found in his 
apartment in Manhattan, New York. 
His masseuse entered his room around 
3p.m., for a scheduled appointment 
when she discovered him lying 
facedown, naked on his bed. Emergency 
personnel pronounced him dead at the 
scene around 3:30 p.m. His death is 
appearing to be caused by an overdose 
but has not been confirmed as of yet. 

There were several different types of 
drugs found in the room, including the 
sleeping aid Ambien. A rolled up twenty 
dollar bill was found on the floor near 
the bed. New York Police Department 
spokesman, Paul Browne, declared 
after some testing that there were no 
illegal substances found on the bill. 
Police also reported that there were no 
illegal drugs found in the apartment. 



Lee Daniels, who worked with Ledger 
in2001 while producing Monster's Ball, 
stated that, "The definition of substance 
abuse is really up to one's perspective. I 
don't see him as a drug addict. I saw him 




as someone who enjoyed life. I know 
drug addicts- he was not a drug addict." 

Heath Ledger began his road to stardom 
with his role in 10 Things I Hate About 
You. He also stared in films such as, 



Brokeback Mountain, Candy, I'm Not 
There, A Knights Tale, The Patriot, and 
an upcoming role as the joker in the 
new Batman movie, The Dark Knight. 

Like Ledger many other stars have 
tragically fallen to tragic, untimely, 
and accidental deaths. The most recent 
came in February of last year with the 
controversial death of star Anna Nicole 
Smith at age 39. Others include: 
Marilyn Monroe, 36, Elvis Presley, 
42, Bradley Nowell, 28, Jimi Hendrix, 
27, Janis Joplin, 27, Jim Morrison, 
27, and Brad Renfro at age 25. 

In the "Young and the Beautiful," in 
1957, Elvis Presley stated, "You will be 
forever young and beautiful to me."This 
statement could not be any truer for 
these young stars that have met death 
at such a young age. It is important 
that we remember them for their 
good qualities and now their talents 
have blessed the world, especially 
because their time was cut so short.

N/larceline, Missouri, is generally 
known for one thing: being the 
hometown of Walt Disney. But in 
more recent years, another artist 
has stemmed out of this small town 
of a little more than 2500 people. 

Her name is Nora Othic, "She's a 
professional artist. That's what she 
does for a living," says Avila art 
instructor, Marci Aylward. Othic 
was able to attract 1 78 people to 
the opening of her art exhibit, in 
the Whitfield Centre, titled "One 
Hundred Views of Marceline." 

Othic has been painting with oils 
and pastels for the majority of her 
life. She has managed to live off of 
her artwork with the help of a BFA 
in art. She stays in her hometown to 
do most of her work. She sketches 
scenes in Marceline, which is a style 
known as plain air, where you paint 
on location. "She's what I would call 
a regionalist painter. She paints what 
she sees in her everyday life, like 
Thomas Hart Benton," said Aylward. 

Her fan base in Marceline has 
gotten so strong that many of them 
came to her opening night in the 



Whitfield Centre. Among the 1 78 
people that appeared were fans from 
Marceline, Kansas City art collectors, 
local artists and the Avila community. 

The gallery has been very 
successful, opening the door for 
thirty-six painting purchases. Seven 
or eight collectors and four artists 
bought pieces, which shows how 
respected Othic's work is. Even the 
president of the school, Ron Slepitza, 
bought two paintings. "I usually 
don't buy art but I gave in and bought 
one," Aylward happily admits. 

"One Hundred Views of Marceline" 
started showing on the 1 8, of January 
and will continue to show until the 
1 5 of February. If you don't get a 
chance to see Othic's paintings, there 
will be many more opportunities this 
semester, to view art in Whitfield 
by high school students, a pattern- 
design artist, a photographer, 
and the seniors of Avila.

Light District. 

With the first 
installment of 
the new 1 7-floor 
H&R block 
building back in 
2006, this area 
is continually 
growing at a 
rapid pace.

Leading development of retail and entertainment 
projects, The Cordish Company in partnership with the 
State of Missouri is responsible for this new exhilarant 



downtown district. When finished, it will be nine- 
square blocks bound by Grand Boulevard, Truman 
Road, Baltimore, and 12th street. The final cost will 
be $850 million 
dollars, the largest new 



development project 
in the Midwest. It will 
be a vital link between 
the hotels, businesses, the Convention Center, and 
attractions. Also included will be 1 ,000-1 ,500 residential 
units. Now for the fun part, coming attractions include: 
Lucky Strike Lanes, The Bristol Seafood Grill, Famous 
Dave's Barbeque, Chipotle, the world- renowned 
Gordon Biersch Brewery and Restaurant, and ultra 



groove lounge Mosaic. The theatres downtown will 
also undergo restoration. Midland Theatre will soon 
become an exciting live performance theatre, restaurant 
and bar. The vacant Empire 
Theatre will become Main Street 
Theatre and reopen as a six-screen 
boutique movie theatre complex. 

The Grand opening is 
scheduled for this coming spring. 
If you are not wanting to wait that 
long. Though the district already 
has two new appealing attractions, 
Vinino's wine bar and McFadden's. 
These two establishments are 
located right next to each other 
on Grand Street; they have daily 
drink specials and fun events! 

Soon Kansas City will 
no longer be the city no one 
remembers or has no idea as to 
why they come here. We will 
be known as a fun vibrant city with a lot to do and 
enjoyable places to go. Be looking forward to all of the 
new coming attractions and a reenergized city that's 
not only fun to work and live in but to play as well!

Renovations and 
Remodeling at Avila

As with the beginning of every new semester, 
the clean feeling of a fresh start can be felt 
around Avila University. However, this semester 
it applies not only to the students, but to the 
campus itself. The work being done on the 
Marion Centre is the start to a bold new plan of 
renovations ranging from much needed technical 
renovations to aesthetically pleasing decorations. 

New air ducts will be put into place, not just 
to increase air circulation, but also to help with 
the uneven pressure that was a result of the old 
duct. On top of that, new wiring is being laid in as 
well as fresh carpet put down. More aesthetically 
speaking, ceiling decorations and a new 
entertainment area with a flat screen television 
will hopefully draw a crowd into the centre. 

The hope is that the Marion Centre will go from 
a room people walk through to a place people 
want to be. Although the project is scheduled to 
be done in late March or early April, delays could 
keep the project rolling until May. This is due to 
the potential conversion of the Hodes building into 
a learning center complete with offices. Although 
this plan is still under review, this would potentially 
result in the closing of the Avila Montessori School. 
Coinciding with these changes are the ones being 
made down in the tunnels. A new camera system 
is being put in place for security reasons in the 
tunnels, underneath the school. Cameras are also 
being placed in the parking lots to prevent thief. 

These are only a few of the changes being 
made around campus this spring. Classrooms 
around campus are reaping the benefits of 
early spring maintenance as well. Room 423 
in Borserene hall is expected to be receiving a 
ceiling projector, new computer, DVD and VCR 
player along with a fresh set of speakers. Plasma 
televisions, new computers plus a DVD and VCR 
system are planned to be put in the O'Reilly 
hall in room 206 along with Whitfield in 507. 

The final big change, which is still under review, is 
theconversionofthe rooms in Ridgeway Hall into the 
style of room seen in the Carondolet Hall. Instead of 
a middle barrier separating the room into two living 
areas, Ridgeway would receive carpeting and the 
more open arrangement of the Carondolet rooms.

If one were to walk down the 
average mall hallway, one would see 
countless couples holding hands, 
wrapped around each other, and even 
the occasional kissing duo. If America 
has become so accepting of such 
sexual display of desires, why should 
Christians bother in abstaining from 
such behavior, especially when the 
couple is in a serious relationship? If 
the world doesn't have a problem with 
it, why should Christians? The answer is 
simple, Christians are not to be of this 
world but they are to "be transformed 
by the renewing of the mind" (Romans 
12 : 2 ). 

While many will disagree, I think 
that Bible outlines acceptable pre- 
marriage sexual behavior. "But among 
you there must not be even a hint of 
sexual immorality, or of any kind of 
impurity, or of greed, because these 
are improper for God's holy people." 
(Ephesians 5:3) "Even a hint..." those 
three words tell us exactly what God 
sees as inappropriate behavior before 
marriage. Thus if a couple were making 
out and sexual desires surfaced, the 
two individuals have hinted at sexual 
immorality in God's eyes because 
Christ said, "I tell you that anyone who 
looks at a woman lustfully has already 
committed adultery with her in his 
heart." (Matthew 5:28) 

The next question that needs to 
be asked is: what counts as sexual 
immorality. Since the Bible doesn't offer 



a list, opinions are scattered all over 
the spectrum. The position that I have 
taken says that even the slightest form 
of sexual intimacy which would lead to 
greater desires should be avoided. To 
understand what I mean, we must first 
understand the impact that one of the 
lowest levels of intimacy, kissing, has 
on the individual. 

Kissing has proven physiological 
effects: increase in the individual's 
pulse rate, increase in blood pressure, 
increase size of the pupils, and an 
increase in deep breathing. Kissing also 
stimulates the pleasure centers in the 
brain as the brain reacts to the effects 
of excitement or surprise that a 
good kiss brings. In other words, 
kissing is a catalyst. If kissing is a 
catalyst, then it has to be preparing 
the individual for events yet to 
come, or in other words: foreplay. 
Foreplay is sexual stimulation in 
preparation for sexual intercourse. 

The next question is whether 
foreplay is acceptable. To answer 
this we need look no further than 
Philippians 4:8. "Whatever is true, 
whatever is noble, whatever is right, 
whatever is pure, whatever is lovely, 
whatever is admirable - if anything 
is excellent or praiseworthy - think 
about such things." Does foreplay 
meet if one of these requirements 
in God's sight? According to 
Matthew 5:28 the answer is 
no, if it outside the context of 
marriage. Foreplay is more than 
a hint of sexual immorality and 
thus it is inappropriate between 



to individuals before marriage. Thus 
if foreplay is prohibited, then so is 
anything that can be classified as 
foreplay, even if sexual intercourse 
never occurs. Since kissing hints at 
sexual immorality, it not appropriate 
for unmarried individuals. 

I think the overall point is that all 
sexually arousing activities should be 
reserved for marriage according to the 
scriptures. Unmarried couple should 
avoid any activity that tempts them 
toward sex, that gives the appearance of 
immorality, or that could be considered 
foreplay. "Flee the evil desires of youth, 
and pursue righteousness, faith, love 



and peace, along with those who 
call on the Lord out of a pure heart." (2 
Timothy 2:22) In my mind, this means 
anything that goes beyond holding 
hands and friendly hugs. Overall, the 
more a married couple has to share 
exclusively between themselves, the 
more special and unique the sexual 
relationship in the marriage becomes.

Two students argue the issue of Euthanasia EmilieBrumit

Euthanasia is basically the socially 
acceptable wordfordoctorassistedsuicide 
and is just as morally wrong as abortion, 
the death penalty, and any other form of 
purposely taking ones or another's life. 
(This doesn't include life lost in a Just War.) 
First, euthanasia is morally unacceptable 
because the pain that it allows patients 
to escape can nowadays be managed 
by a wide range of drugs. Thus if the 
pain can be managed without taking 
the person's life, then there is not an 
acceptable reason to take the said life. 
Second, the Hippocratic Oath, which all 
doctors take and ought to follow, states, "I 
will neither give a deadly drug to anybody 
if asked for it, nor will I make a suggestion 
to this effect." This oath has been the 
backbone of medicine for the past 200 
years and without, a whole range of 
immoral activities becomes acceptable. 
Without the oath, no line is drawn. 
Third, accepting euthanasia would 
replace the "equality of human life" ethic 
with a utilitarian "death culture" that 
views the intentional ending of certain 
human lives as an appropriate and 
necessary answer to life's most difficult 
challenges. We already have a nation 
full of depression and drunks; we do 
not need to give these people the legal 
means to end their lives, no matter how 
socially expendable these people might 




seem, as there is no price-tag for one life. 
Finally, as states by the New York State 
Task Force on Life and the Law, "We 
believe that the practices would be 
profoundly dangerous for large segments 
of the population. The risks would extend 
to all individuals who are ill. They 
would be most severe for those whose 
autonomy and well-being is already 
compromised by poverty, lack of access 
to good medical care, or membership in 
a stigmatized social group." Thus what we 
are doing is again giving people who see 
no other option an easy way out without 
thought for those they leave behind. 
Overall, I think these four points provide 
an effective argument to not only why 
euthanasia should be banned, but also 
why everyone who cares about life should 
strive to prevent any law that would 
allow the immorally taking of a life. 



N/\any people think of physician- 
assisted suicide as euthanasia; it's not. 
Physician-assisted suicide refers to a 
doctor simply providing the means for 
death, often through a prescription. The 
patient is the one who will administer 
the lethal drug or treatment, not the doc- 
tor. The decision is made by the patient, 
and followed through by the patient. 

The past decade has seen many 
news stories covering the legal 
battle over physician-assisted 
suicide. In this article, I am argu- 
ing in favor of legalizing physician 
assisted suicide. The reasons that I 
support the move towards legaliza- 
tion are: 1 . respect for ones personal 
decisions, 2. individual liberty, 3. 
compassion for severely ill patients 
and their families. 

In the United States, both liberty 
and freedom are thought to be the 
centerpiece to our constitution and 
our country as a whole. Decisions 
made about the time and circum- 
stances of your death are very per- 
sonal. No one should be allowed to 
take those away from you (i.e. - murder 
is illegal in this country) anyone who 
is capable should be able to make that 
decision for themselves. The government 
should respect a person's decision to 
end their own life. 

Making physician assisted suicide 
completely illegal harshly limits a 
person's individual liberty. The U.S. 
government strongly supports our right 



to life. What about our right to die with 
dignity and respect? Many terminal 
illnesses cause extremely painful and 
debilitating deaths. As a persons life is 
diminished by illness, the governments 
interest on preserving that life should 
decrease (meaning that there should be 
more room for them to make their own 
decision when it comes to their death). 
Simply put, the government should al- 
low terminally ill patients to make the 
decision in these cases. 

Finally, 

I argue for compassion. Most people 
who have sought physician assisted 
suicide have been terminally ill 
patients in extreme pain or patients 
with diseases that cruelly altered 
their physical and mental capaci- 
ties. Ask yourself: is it really fair 
to expect someone to live the last 
months of their lives miserably in 
extreme pain or in a deteriorating 
condition? What would you do if it 
was you, or a parent? 

If the government legalizes 
physician assisted suicide they 
will be able to strictly monitor and 
regulate a person's ability to use this. 
They will be giving those terminally 
ill patients the right to die with dignity 
and respect. As for the religious issue, 
that suicide is immoral, that is a per- 
sonal issue. While the U.S. Government 
should and does strongly protect the 
right to religion, it doesn't have the right 
to force the religious views of some, on 
all.

Two torn shoulders, six broken fingers, two 
slipped disks, one torn knee, uncountable 
twisted ankles, and eleven concussions. 
These are injuries that were sustained by the 
remaining five senior football players coming 
back next year for their fifth and final year for 
Avila University. For the past four years these 
athletes have put in everything for the name 
on the front of their jersey instead of the name 
on the back. And for what, a good education 
that quite possibly they could have gotten 
anywhere? It doesn't seem quite fair since these 
injuries will be physically 
painful for a lifetime for 
a university that seems 
to care very little about 
them. Ever since Avila 
implemented a football 
program, they promised 
recruits a stadium to be 
built on campus by the 
time they were seniors. A 
decade into the program 
and yet still no stadium. 

It's about time Avila kept 
true to the promise and 
give back to the athletes 
who put in more than just 
long nights of studying. 

By adding a stadi- 
um on campus, so 
many problems in 
the Athletic Department would be solved. 
The football program will be better than 5-27 
in the past three seasons. Adding a stadium 
will not only make the current players actu- 
ally feel like they are playing college football, 
instead of having to go to a HIGH SCHOOL 
ten miles down the road to play their home 
games, but it will allow better recruits who 
are on the bubble of coming to Avila or not, 
over the hump and help this program win. 
Avila will have more of a foundation in the 
community. 90% of Kansas City doesn't even 
know that Avila has a football team. By add- 
ing a stadium people driving down Wornall or 
living in the area to see that Avila does have 
football. It will also let the football team be 
more personal with the community when they 
do their annual community service, Spring 
Clean-Up. The community is the basis of our 
mission statement and yet we have no com- 
munity support at any of our athletic events. 
A stadium will be a great asset for ALL of the 



outdoor sports at Avila. Not only would it di- 
rectly impact the football team, but a stadium 
would double for a soccer stadium as well. 
Field turf would allow the stadium to be used 
for both games as well as practices. Since it 
is field turf, no upkeep is necessary and costs 
of mowing, fertilizing, watering, grooming, 
and painting the field is obsolete. With soccer 
being able to play on the field turf as well, it 
opens the baseball and softball fields for only 
baseball and softball. Currently they share a 
field with soccer that seems to be completely 



in the way of each other. As a spectator or a fan 
watching an Avila baseball or softball game you 
wouldn't understand the problems of sharing 
an outfield with the soccer team. From an ad- 
ministrative perspective, it looks like the per- 
fect answer to save some space and combine 
the three into one. However the players that 
get paid (scholarship) for their performance on 
those fields say differently. "It's really frustrat- 
ing trying to do anything in the outfield be- 
cause of how beat up the ground is. A ball that 
normally rolls straight on a normal field will 
have the craziest bounces in the world. Even 
running to track down a fly ball, it's hard not 
to twist an ankle from the divots from a soccer 
game" said junior outfielder Colby Ross. Brian 
Berger, a senior soccer player added, "Our 
playing field has giant holes in the ground from 
where the baseball fence comes in and out 
of and many players get injured or lose con- 
trol of the ball when going over them." Again 



a stadium would fix all of these problems. 
Another reason to build a stadium is school 
spirit. Avila has very little if any. It would give 
the students a sense of pride. "No one comes 
into our house and beats us" kind of pride. 
That's hard to have when "your house" is a 
high school stadium that the home football 
team takes yellow school buses to and from. 
It would make attendance higher because stu- 
dents could easily walk down to the stadium 
that normally couldn't go to a game before be- 
cause of transportation. It would also increase 
attendance because football 
and soccer couldn't play at the 
same time. It would create the 
soccer team and fans a chance 
to come and support the foot- 
ball team and vice versa. 
All of these reasons make it 
seem like a win for Avila to 
have a stadium to be put here 
on campus, but administra- 
tors say it will cost too much. 
The one thing I have learned 
at Avila is "it takes money to 
make money." Avila needs to 
take out a loan or do whatever 
possible to fund this project. 
Overtime it will pay for itself 
and then some. Avila teaches 
students to take those risks in 
the real world, so why doesn't 
Avila lead by example. If 
someone will donate $500,000 to put a new 
front entrance way into the least used building 
on campus, enough people and Avila's credit 
with the bank should be able to put this proj- 
ect into action. Money should not be the issue 
that is standing in the way, especially with so 
many good things will happen in effect of a 
stadium. It just seems so right for Avila to have 
a stadium built on campus, hopefully this ar- 
ticle will put the thought a little deeper into 
whoever's mind it is that has the possibilities 
of making it happen.
